It is the sense of the Congress that, to the greatest
extent possible, in the construction and renovation of
United States embassies, consulates, and other diplomatic
buildings, the Secretary of State shall consider and seek
to preserve the architectural integrity and cohesiveness of
the neighborhood and environs and minimize any disrup-
tion due to the presence of the embassy, consulate, or

other diplomatic building.
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
